tinued some  time,  after  which  while  s'jovy 
sg  tin  fell,  so  that  the  red  was  inclosed 
between  two  strata  of  white. 

In  some  places,  this  snow  was  only  of 
the  color  of  peach  blossom,  but  in  others 
of  a deep  red.  Some  of  it  waS  collected, 
and  the  water  which  it  yielded  when 
melted  retained  tho  same  color.
